Each of the 217 items In this test are respond* 
on a six-point scale, each point defined by a 
scriptive phrase relevant to the question asked. A 
variety of measures are obtainable including: (a) 
six chapter scores—Work, Family, Social, Larger, 
Commercial, and Professional Communities; (b) 33 
subsection scores, e.g., housework, family care, 
volunteer activities, housing, services, friends, 
neighbors, religion, recreation, education, moving, 
shopping, finances, transportation; and (c) three 
modes of response scores—feeling, actual behavior 
or fact, and perceptions or belief. 

Testing time depends on the target population and 
whether the schedule is administered individually, 
in groups, or without supervision—estimates vary 
from 30 to 60 minutes. A 10-item internal consist¬ 
ency scale checks on the validity of the adminis¬ 
tration. The manual provides a full description of 


reliability, validity, and standardization and sum¬ 
marizes published research findings utilizing the 
schedule as follows: evaluation of community 
mental health programs, community surveys, prog¬ 
ress of patients in aftercare, criteria measure for 
rovement of selected high risk groups.

The significance of the post-mortem examination 
as a basic instrument of medical science cannot be 
overestimated. However the somatic autopsy does 
not answer all the questions. What prompts a per¬ 
son to become ill, enter the preterminal phase, and 
j die at a particular time and in a particular way can- 
| not always be ascribed to a disease process. Only 
in the recent past have systematic attempts been 
made to study the emotional and social processes 
of dying. This monograph draws together and cor¬ 
relates medical, social, and psychiatric informa¬ 
tion. it reports findings on 80 elderly patients, sug¬ 
gesting new concepts and research strategies for 
investigation of the preterminal phase, new tech¬ 
niques for improving the care offered to the dying 
person, and a fresh approach to many of the prob¬ 
lems of geriatrics and death. Among its contribu¬ 
tions this monograph introduces the concept of the 
preterminal phase of development.

Among the various community action programs 
funded by the Office of Economic Opportunity, per¬ 
haps the most advantageous for implementing 
maximum feasible participation of the poor is the 
neighborhood house. This study, a Menninger 
Foundation research project, reports some aspects 
of the growth and development of a neighborhood 
house in Topeka, Kansas, as an instrument for 
social change. The focus is upon those individuals 
who actively participated in the planning, imple¬ 
mentation, operation, direction and activities of the 
house. Some of the experiences of the approxi¬ 
mately 500 low-income active participants are pre¬ 
sented, particularly as they relate to observed per¬ 
sonal and social change. The house served as a 
training ground for the participating poor in which 
they developed organizational skills, new and more 
complex roles, and a sense of identity with peers, 
neighborhood, and the broader community. The 
experience of ownership and participation in a 
neighborhood house makes it possible for in¬ 
dividuals previously entrapped in dependency and 
poverty to acquire, at their own direction and pace, 
a sense of dignity.
